scheme is 
unveiled 

PAID house-sitters may be 
used in empty buildings to 
deter vandals and thieves 
under plans being consid¬ 
ered by Sandwell Council. 

Swapping security guards 
for temporary tenants could 
save up to £18,000 in one 
borough property alone, 
bosses at Sandwell Council 
claim. They are now con¬ 
sidering the scheme, which 
would see people occupying 
empty council buildings for 
a small fee. 

It would aim to stop 
empty buildings from being 
vandalised, set on fire or 
stripped of wiring and 
metal, without having to 
rely on costly 24-hour secu¬ 
rity companies. 

Similar schemes are in 
operation throughout the 
country and have seen ten¬ 
ants placed in former office 
buildings and factories that 
are altered to accommodate 
people. A report going before 
councillors today, Thursday, 
outlines two firms currently 
offering the service, Ad Hoc 
and Camelot. 

According to their web¬ 
sites, tenants can live in the 
empty buildings, from old 
schools to factories or shops, 
for around £35 to £60 a 
week. The buildings are fit¬ 
ted with communal showers 
and kitchen facilities and 
the fee includes the tenant’s 
utility bills and council tax 
payments for the month. 

Bag of coins 
is snatched 

THIEVES snatched a bag of 
coins from security guards 
as they made a delivery to 
a post office in the Black 
Country. 

Police were called to the 
Post Office based in Kang 
News, in Abbey Road, Bear¬ 
wood at 11.50am yesterday. 
The two men jumped into a 
black VW Golf and escaped. 
Neither guard was injured 
and no weapons were used. 

One of the offenders is 
described as mixed race, the 
other white. Anyone with 
information is asked to call 
CID on 101. 


£50k HOUSE BID 
SWINDLERS JAILED 


TWO women have been jailed after 
trying to fraudulently buy a council 
house at a discount of £50,000. 

The pair, who tried to cash in on the national 
Right To Buy scheme, were jailed for 20 months 
each. Zaynab Hamza and Sabina Ahmed fid¬ 
dled forms and submitted false claims while 
trying to buy a council house in Smethwick for 
£49,950 under the discount scheme. 


At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Tuesday, prosecut¬ 
ing solicitor Mr Mark Jack- 
son said the pair wanted to 
buy a property registered to 
45-year-old mother of three 
Hamza, on Thimblemill 
Road. He said: “The fraud 
was dishonest from the out¬ 
set and was both planned 
and persistent.” 

Hamza first submitted an 
application on January 14 
2011, which claimed Ahmed, 
aged 28, was her sister, 
when in fact they are not re¬ 
lated. In order for Ahmed to 
be eligible on any Right To 
Buy application, she would 
have needed to be related to 
Hamza. 

The application also 
claimed that Hamza had 
lived in the property since 
March 22, 2004, that Ahmed 
had lived there for the pre¬ 
vious 12 months, and that 
it had been Ahmed’s sole or 
principle residence for that 
time. None of these state¬ 
ments were true. 

That first application was 
rejected on the grounds that 
the council had no evidence 
Ahmed had lived there for 
12 months. 

Just over a year later a 
second application was sub¬ 
mitted, again which made a 
number of false statements, 
including the fact that the 
pair were sisters, and that 
Hamza had lived there since 
March 22, 2004. 

A letter was also sub¬ 
mitted stating Ahmed had 
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lived there for longer than 
12 months, along with doc¬ 
uments that showed the 
electricity account was held 
in Ahmed’s name. 

Inquiries by the council 
revealed that Hamza had 
been in receipt of tax cred¬ 
its for two houses in Biggar, 
Scotland, and two in Wal¬ 
sall. She had also purchased 
a property in Biggar. 

Defending Hamza, from 
Darlaston Road in Walsall, 
Mr Makhan Singh said she 
was not trying to make 
money from her fraud, but 
instead wanted to purchase 
the house for security for 
her three children as she 
was recovering from a for¬ 
mer abusive relationship. 

He said: “This isn’t one 
where she’s deliberately 
committing a fraud simply 
to make a massive profit, 
she had every intention to 
move in there.” 

For Ahmed, from Trafal¬ 
gar Road in Smethwick, her 
barrister Mr Jasvir Mann 
said she had been influ¬ 
enced by an older woman 
with whom she had found 
‘kinship’. He said: “Prior 
to her association with the 
co-defendant she had led a 
hardworking and decent life. 
There is genuine remorse.” 
The pair each admitted 
eight charges of fraud at an 
earlier hearing. 


Memorial to first mayor is restored

A MEMORIAL stone dedicated to one 
of the most influential characters in 
the history of West Bromwich has been 
restored. Members of West Bromwich 
Local History Society and dignitaries 
gathered to see the rededication of a 
memorial stone to Reuben Farley, West 
Bromwich’s first mayor - a position he 
held five times. 

A service led by the Reverend An¬ 
drew Smith of All Saints Church in 
West Bromwich was held to rededicate 
the recently refurbished stone. The 
stone in Heath Lane Cemetery was 
placed on the grave following Mr Far¬ 
ley’s death in 1899 and had become so 
worn that it was no longer legible. 

Secretary of West Bromwich Local 
History Society, Pauline Lawley said: 
“It is Reuben Farley’s great-grandson 


Tom Farley who has funded the res¬ 
toration of the gravestone and kindly 
allowed the West Bromwich Local 
History Society to add a granite tablet 
drawing attention to the fact that Reu¬ 
ben was the first and five times mayor 
of West Bromwich. 

“Tom and his family travelled up 
from Oxford to see the completed res¬ 
toration. Mayor and Mayoress Rowley 
attended the event.” 

Mr Farley was born in 1826 and 
grew up in Oldbury Lane, West Brom¬ 
wich. He attended George Borthwick’s 
Heath Academy in the town, before 
taking up an apprenticeship with a 
mining surveyor, and then in 1847, he 
and George Taylor bought the Dunkirk 
Colliery in Great Bridge. 

He died in March 1899 aged 73.

Pub near 
Baggies 
in coffee 
shop plan 

PARTS of a listed pub which 
sits in the shadow of The 
Hawthorns will be knocked 
down under plans for a 
drive-through coffee shop. 

Council officers from 
Sandwell Council have ap¬ 
proved plans to demolish 
part of the Grade II listed 
Hawthorns pub, which was 
once the favoured watering 
hole for hundreds of Albion 
fans until it closed in 2009. 

A 20th Century extension 
the original South Wing and 
the East Wing completed 
in 1903 will be demolished 
as part of the development, 
but the original house which 
dates back to 1845 will re¬ 
main and will receive new 
sash windows and improve¬ 
ments to its interior. 

The demolition work is 
taking place to make way 
for plans put forward by 
the club to transform the 
19th century building into 
a drive-through coffee shop. 
A West Bromwich Albion 
spokesman, said: “We are 
delighted Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil has given listed building 
consent for work to begin 
on the former Hawthorns 
Public House, subject to a 
number of conditions.” 

In 2011 fans suggested 
turning The Hawthorns 
public house into an archive 
celebrating the side’s his¬ 
tory. At the time the club 
said it would consider the 
plans, but a formal applica¬ 
tion was never submitted. 

Car jacking 
in rush hour 

A WOMAN was a victim of a 
car jacking in Oldbury dur¬ 
ing rush hour. 

Thieves crashed a Vaux- 
hall Astra into the wom¬ 
an’s Audi on Tuesday, 
before driving off in her car. 
The incident happened at 
around 5.30pm on Pound 
Road. It was later located in 
the Penn Fields area of Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Police have launched an 
investigation into the in¬ 
cident, and are appealing 
for witnesses to contact 
Sandwell Police on 101. 
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Ex-Baggies player Wallwork faces jail

TROUBLED former Albion 
player Ronnie Wallwork is 
facing a second jail term after 
admitting stealing a car. 

Wallwork admitted one 
charge of theft at Manches¬ 
ter’s Minshull Street Crown 
Court and was warned by the 
judge he could face prison. 

The ex-Manchester United 
midfielder was jailed for 15 
months in 2011 for selling on 


parts from stolen high-per¬ 
formance cars. Wallwork, of 
Failsworth, near Oldham, 
spoke only to confirm his name 
and personal details. 

The 36-year-old, who played 
more than 90 times for Al¬ 
bion during his stint at the 
club, pleaded guilty to a sin¬ 
gle charge of theft involving 
an Audi A4 on September 21, 
2010, belonging to car finance 


company Money Barn pic. 
Wallwork also made headlines 
in 2007 when he was viciously 
stabbed outside a Manchester 
city centre nightclub in a row 
over a girlfriend. 

Nicholas Flanagan, defend¬ 
ing Wallwork, described the 
theft case as unusual. He said 
Wallwork had pleaded guilty 
on a basis and said that the 
Audi A4, registration number 


DA08 BAW, had been lawfully 
leased and paid for by Wall- 
work’ but between September 
21, 2010 and January 2011 he 
‘dishonestly took it from the 
leaseholders’. 

The court heard that Wall- 
work had made repayments of 
around £22,000 on the car be¬ 
fore the contract came into dis¬ 
pute and police were alerted. 
He will be sentenced on July 3. 


Gas sniffer woman in 
threats at pub jailed 


A WOMAN high on alcohol and butane gas 
launched a series of attacks on terrified 
members of staff at a pub, threatening to kill 
one of them with a meat fork. 

Lisa Sehra also bit and kicked employees at The 
Victoria Suite in Smethwick because she ‘harboured 
resentment’ against at least one of them, a court 
heard. Sehra was sentenced to two years in prison. 


The 34-year-old was al¬ 
ready banned from the pub 
in Windmill Lane when staff 
saw her there sniffing gas 
and drinking on September 
22 last year. 

When a member of staff 
took the gas canister from 
her, she grabbed him by the 
shoulders, kicked his leg, 
scratched him and bit him, 
breaking the skin. A second 
member of staff tried to 
block Sehra’s path on her 
way out so she dived at him 
and tried to bite his leg. 

A police officer who ar¬ 
rested her nearby said when 
he found her she was ‘ex¬ 
tremely drunk, with a can 
of butane gas in her hand’, 
the court heard. 

Only a week later, on 
September 29, a member of 
staff at the same pub spot¬ 
ted Sehra approaching with 
two young males and carry¬ 
ing a kitchen knife with a 
six-inch blade. 

Mr Bernard Linnemann, 
prosecuting, said the staff 
member ran behind the bar, 
which Sehra then jumped 
up and sat on, still holding 
the knife and sniffing gas. 
He locked himself in the 
cellar until she had left and

she was later arrested, Mr 
Linnemann said. 

On November 25, Sehra, 
of no fixed address, returned 
demanding to see the same 
worker, brandishing a 30 
centimetre long meat fork 
and threatening to kill him, 
before smashing glasses and 
a jukebox screen, causing 
£600 damage. When police 
went to arrest her the next 
day, she lunged at one of the 
officers, scratching her neck 
and cutting her tongue, the 
court heard. 

Mr Mukhtiar Ubhi, de¬ 
fending, said his client 
had been through difficult 
circumstances. He added: 
“Ms Sehra always expresses 
genuine remorse for her ac¬ 
tions.” 

Sehra pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing to two 
charges of common assault, 
one of possessing an offen¬ 
sive weapon, one of possess¬ 
ing a bladed article and one 
of criminal damage. Jailing 
her for two years, Judge 
John Wait said it was ‘plain 
that you harboured resent¬ 
ment against one of the 
members of staff at least’. 



Caution over cannabis 

A MAN has been cautioned after he admitted growing can¬ 
nabis for his own use. 

The 28-year-old was arrested on Sunday after officers 
raided a property in Poplar Road, Bearwood. 

Inside they found some picked cannabis leaf that had 
been laid out to dry. 

The man, who had no previous convictions for drug of¬ 
fences, admitted it was for personal use and he accepted a 
police caution. He has also been referred to a drugs worker 
for addiction support.

A MOTHER-OF-TWO has described how 
she and her children were almost knocked 
down while walking home from school - and 
is now calling for measures to improve road 
safety. 

Jo Messinger, aged 41, says she and her 
children Adam, eight, and Zach, six, were 
almost hit by a van at a crossing at Thorns 
Road at the junction of Quarry Bank High 
Street while on their way back from Mount 
Pleasant School. 

As she crossed on the pedestrian green 


light, the vehicle turned right toward the 
High Street, but then started a U-turn 
down the other side of Thorns Road, only 
stopping a metre away from the family in 
the middle of the road. 

The incident happened in February - but 
Mrs Messinger says there have been several 
other near-misses since. She is calling for 
improved safety measures. 

In response, Dudley Council leader David 
Sparks said a review was being carried out 
over the timing of the traffic lights. 


hips' call 
for child 
sex abuse 
inquiry 

WEST Bromwich MP Tom 
Watson is leading calls for 
an independent inquiry into 
historical cases of organised 
child abuse. 

Mr Watson, together with 
six other prominent MPs, 
has written to the Home 
Secretary, Theresa May, 
urging an inquiry to be 
set-up into what they call 
the ‘failure’ by police and 
other agencies in a variety 
of high profile cases. 

A letter, signed by Mr 
Watson, also has the back¬ 
ing of former children’s 
minister, Tim Loughton 
and backbencher Zac Gold¬ 
smith, both Conservative, 
Labour’s Simon Danczuk, 
Birmingham Yardley’s John 
Hemming and Tessa Munt, 
both Lib Dem and Green 
Party MP Caroline Lucas. 

The seven MPs also want 
the inquiry to investigate 
why police surveillance vid¬ 
eos and detailed dossiers ap¬ 
pear to have gone missing in 
cases involving prominent 
figures. 

Their letter claims this 
includes a dossier of alleged 
paedophiles passed to the 
Home Office in 1984 by the 
former Conservative MP, 
Geoffrey Dickens. Mr Wat¬ 
son said: “We are seeking an 
independent inquiry, simi¬ 
lar to the investigation into 
the Hillsborough tragedy, to 
uncover the truth.”

A GARDEN filled with a 
variety of plants, trees and 
shrubs will be opened to the 
public to raise cash for char¬ 
ity next Saturday. 

The event will take place

The event is taking place 
as part of the National Gar¬ 
den Scheme. It supports a 
number of goods causes in¬ 
cluding cancer charities and 
the Alzheimer’s Society.

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More than 
6,000 pets 
missing 
in region 

MORE than 6,000 pets are 
missing in the West Mid¬ 
lands, according to new fig¬ 
ures. 

The Kennel Club revealed 
that a total of 6,223 cats or 
dogs have been recorded 
as lost or stolen across the 
West Midlands since 2003. 

There are 4,773 cats and 
1,459 dogs still missing. 

The Dudley postcode area 
- which includes Tipton and 
Kidderminster - has a total 
of 443 cats and 146 dogs 
registered as missing with 
its Petlog database. 

The Birmingham post¬ 
code district - which in¬ 
cludes most of Sandwell and 
Halesowen, had the largest 
number of pets reported 
as missing, with 374 dogs 
and 1,77 cats. The animals 
had all been reported miss¬ 
ing between 2003 and May 
2014, and are still registered 
as lost or stolen. 

The club is urging peo¬ 
ple to get their pets mi¬ 
cro-chipped, saying that 
over the same period of time 
more than 4,000 lost dogs 
and 3,700 lost cats were re¬ 
united with their owners - 
meaning that 75 per cent of 
dogs and more than 45 per 
cent of cats were reunited 
thanks to their microchips. 

Across England, there 
are 13,842 dogs registered 
as lost or stolen, and 50,581 
cats. 

Lorry smash 
victim dies 

A WOMAN hit by a lorry 
in Wednesbury has died in 
hospital. Lorraine Sheridan 
had suffered serious injuries 
in the crash last month. 

The 62-year-old pedes¬ 
trian was hit by a tanker 
in High Bullen at around 
10.40am on May 30. She 
was taken by ambulance to 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal’s major trauma unit in 
Birmingham. 

Following the smash the 
road was closed for several 
hours while investigations 
were carried out. Eyewit¬ 
nesses at the time described 
the scene as being like a 
‘horror story’ following the 
crash.

A WHEELCHAIR user has taken the 
plunge and skydived from 13,000 feet to 
raise money for the organisation which 
supports him. 

Ben Stancer, aged 26, and from West Bro¬ 
mwich, took part in a charity skydive for 
Dimensions, a national not-for-profit organ¬ 
isation which supports people with disabil¬ 
ities. Ben has ataxia-telangiectas, which is 
a progressive genetic condition. He lives in 
his own flat and is supported by the charity 
for around 70 hours a week. 

Ben said: “It was such an incredible ex¬ 
perience, I was really nervous to start with 


but when I was actually skydiving I felt 
such an amazing high. 

“I am so glad that I did this and raised 
money for people with learning disabilities 
and autism supported by Dimensions. 

“I would like to thank everybody who 
supported me - they all cheered when I 
landed. I may even consider skydiving again 
because it was so fantastic.” 

He has raised around £650 in total for 
Dimensions, which will enable the not-for- 
profit organisation to enhance support, and 
fund projects including sports activities, 
technology and respite. 


Ben’s manager at Dimensions, Michelle 
Smith said: “Ben is such a laugh and loves 
to get involved with lots of things, when I 
asked him if he wanted to skydive he was 
excited from the outset. This opportunity 
really motivated, focused and inspired Ben. 

“Ben has such a great personality and has 
the very same dreams and aspirations as 
everybody else - including getting a job and 
to be in a relationship. This is one of things 
he wanted to achieve and I am so proud and 
pleased .One of the best things about my job 
is making a difference to people’s lives - the 
people we support are our first priority.” 


Albion refund pledge to 
angry season ticket fans 


WEST Bromwich Albion is offering season 
ticket refunds to fans left fuming by the 
choice of Alan Irvine as head coach. 

The Baggies have written to 100 supporters who 
demanded refunds in the wake of Irvine’s appoint¬ 
ment. And fans have been told they will get their 
money back if they confirm their request by July 3. 
Albion have been in touch with each of the 100 peo- 
pie concerned. 

Letters and emails were 
sent to the club between 
6pm on June 14 - the day of 
Irvine’s appointment - and 
6pm on June 21 to demand 
refunds. 

Albion chiefs have told 
supporters that refunds will 
be given to anyone who fol¬ 
lows up their initial request 
with a formal refund de¬ 
mand by letter or email by 
midday on July 3. 

The offer could apply to 
more than just the 100 fans 
as some complainants wrote 
on behalf of relatives. 

But it will not be extended 
to fans who did not request 
a refund in the first week 
after Irvine’s appointment. 

The Baggies hope many 
fans will change their minds 
and the club has already 
received several follow-up 
emails retracting refund re¬ 
quests. 

Express and Star Baggies 
columnist Neil Whitehouse, 
said: “I think there was a 
knee-jerk reaction when 
the appointment was made. 
I would like to think most 
fans have settled down a 
bit and will give the bloke a 
chance.” 

Irvine’s only previous 
managerial experience 
came at Preston and Shef¬ 
field Wednesday. But the 
55-year-old is a highly re¬ 
spected coach, having served 
as David Moyes’ assistant 
manager at Everton. Adult 
season ticket prices at The 
Hawthorns start from £349.

Bedsits planned for former Jobcentre 


A FORMER JobCentre in Darlast- 
on is poised to be transformed into 
15 bedsits, under new plans. 

Proposals have been lodged with 
Walsall Council to convert the dis¬ 
used building in Pinfold Street, 
close to the junction with King 
Edward Street. But the move has 
sparked some concern over poten¬ 
tial parking problems in the area. 

A report submitted to planning 


chiefs in Walsall says the proposal 
would ‘bring a building back into 
use which has been disused for 
many years’, which it claims would 
have a ‘positive impact’. 

Darlaston South Councillor Paul 
Bott said the plans could help pro¬ 
vide accommodation for those suf¬ 
fering from the effects of bedroom 
tax but could also create issues with 
parking. He said: “This will help 


people who are struggling because 
of the bedroom tax to downsize. It 
is also good because it will bring the 
building back into some use.“The 
only problem is there will be a park¬ 
ing issue. It’s on a main road which 
has double yellow lines on it.” 

The plans reveal there would be 
no parking provision but states that 
the site is located on a main bus 
route. The proposals also said that 


there was no dedicated parking pro¬ 
vision when the building was used 
as a JobCentre.Each of the bedsits 
would have living and bed space, 
en-suite facilities, a built-in ward¬ 
robe and small kitchenette area. 
A decision is due in the upcoming 
months. It comes as moves to build 
more than 60 homes and transform 
a former Walsall school site have re¬ 
ceived the final go-ahead.

firefighting special

FROM being a bobby on 
the beat to fighting fires - 
it is all part of a standard 
week for 26-year-old Dan 
Perager. 

He is a full-time firefighter 
in the Black Country but also 
spends hours a week volunteer¬ 
ing with West Midlands Police 
as a special constable. 

When he was a teenager Dan 
successfully applied to join both 
emergency services, although the 
childhood ambition of being a fire¬ 
man won through. 

However, he never lost his desire 
to be part of the police and has been 
a volunteer special on top of his day 
job for the last six years. 

He dedicates up to 12 hours a 
week, which fits in between his fire¬ 
fighter role. 

Dan said: “When I was 18 I ap¬ 
plied for both the police and fire 
service and was lucky enough to be 
successful with both applications. 

Balance 

“It was a close call but as a child 
I’d always dreamed of being a fire¬ 
man so chose that career route - but 
I was still interested in police work 
so was offered the chance to be a 
special constable and fit my tours of 
duty around my work schedule. It’s 
a great balance for me. 

“I have been a special constable 
for six years. I served at West Bro¬ 
mwich for my first year, two years 
at Wednesbury and a further three 
in Wolverhampton and now at Bil- 
ston.” 

Dan, from Walsall, has been on 
jobs as a special and bumped into 
fire colleagues who are unaware of 
his extra role. 

“I’ve attended several fires where 
police assistance was needed to set 
up cordons and some road traffic 
collisions where I’ve helped manage 
traffic flow whilst fire crews free vic¬ 
tims and recover vehicles,” he said. 

“I’ve surprised and confused a 
few fire colleagues - ones who didn’t 
know about my police volunteering 
- when I’ve turned up at scenes in 


my police uniform.” As if a com¬ 
bined emergency service role is not 
enough he also does charity work 
and is an ambassador for Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. Dan has 
also signed up to do TV acting. 

“Our fire service shift pattern is 
four on four off, so my rest days are 
ample time to fit in police volunteer¬ 
ing, charity work and a bit of sup¬ 
port acting,” he said. 

“I’m signed up with an agency 
that supplies the BBC so if you see 
someone who looks like me on Doc¬ 
tors every now and again, then yes, 
that is me.” 

He insisted he enjoys the dual 
positions. “I can’t think of anything 
I dislike about both jobs, except 
maybe having to shave every day 
I’m on duty as a fire officer, but it’s 
safety critical.” 

He is based at Walsall fire station 
but has been at Wednesbury and 


Cradley Heath during his seven 
years with the service. With the po¬ 
lice he is part of the community ac¬ 
tion priority team at Bilston, which 
involves tackling emerging issues 
and assisting operations. 

He has been involved in drug 
raids, search warrants and shifts 
with emergency response crews. He 
worked during the Olympics and 
was on duty during the 2011 riots. 

Crucial 

“I’ve attended countless road 
traffic collisions as a firefighter so 
my knowledge of crash scenes and 
consideration of the hazards come 
to the fore when deployed at such 
incidents as a special,” he said. 

“On the flip side, when attending 
fires we believe are suspicious hav¬ 
ing knowledge of scene preservation 
gained through the police comes in 


handy so potentially crucial evi¬ 
dence isn’t lost or contaminated. 

“Both services react with utmost 
urgency with the sole aim of help¬ 
ing people in need, whether that’s 
rescuing someone from a burning 
building or taking a dangerous 
criminal off the street.” 

Dan said both play an important 
role in keeping the community safe. 
“I hear moans and groans about the 
emergency services - but from my 
experience of both they are made 
up of predominantly dedicated, pro¬ 
fessional people who are passionate 
about the role. 

“Police cuts means resources are 
more stretched than perhaps they 
were but officers I know never stop 
and it’s job after job after job. 

“But not only that, the incidents 
they attend, without a second’s 
thought is bravery at its highest 
order.” 


Learner 
accolade 
boost for 
employee 

A STUDENT from a Black 
Country college has scooped 
a top award after impress¬ 
ing his bosses. Marc Smith, 
aged 20, was given the 
Young Adult Learner award 
at a special awards ceremo¬ 
ny at Perry Beeches Free 
School in Birmingham. 

Marc, who is working on 
the maintenance team for 
bread-makers Warburtons, 
embarked on a four year 
apprenticeship at City of 
Wolverhampton College. 
He succeeded in obtaining 
two Level 3 BTEC Diplo¬ 
mas in electrical/electronic 
engineering and engineer¬ 
ing maintenance despite his 
tutors telling him he could 
only take on one. 

However, he undertook 
both courses and went 
on to impress his tutors 
and employer by winning 
a company award follow¬ 
ing a major incident at the 
bread-making plant.

Recommendations made over horror crash 


NEWS 

in brief 


AN investigation into the actions of West 
Midlands Police leading up to a horror 
smash which killed a man from Smethwick 
has made a series of recommendations to 
the force. 

Kevin Burris died after his Ford Focus 
collided with a CCTV pole near to City Hos¬ 
pital, where his brother Karl was fighting 
for his life after being stabbed at an event 
called Vibe, held at the Identity Recording 
Studio in Summit Crescent, Smethwick. 

The smash occurred in Dudley Road at 
around 5am on March 26, 2010 and four 
passengers were also injured. 


The vehicle had previously been seen 
travelling at speed by two police officers 
who then began to accelerate in an attempt 
to catch up with the vehicle. 

West Midlands Police referred the inci¬ 
dent to the IPCC and two of the passengers 
had made complaints, alleging a police pur¬ 
suit caused the accident. 

An inquest into the death of the 29-year- 
old, of Woodland Street, Smethwick, 
reached a verdict of accidental death and 
an investigation found no wrongdoing on 
the part of the officers involved. 

The investigation found that, while there 


was a possibility that the occupants of the 
vehicle were aware of the presence of the 
police car, the officers had not had time to 
direct the driver of the Focus to stop. 

There was a time gap of 20 seconds be¬ 
tween the crash and the unmarked police 
car arriving at the collision site. 

The investigation recommended some 
lessons for the police force and it is under¬ 
stood that all of the recommendations have 
now been addressed. 

It found the pursuit policy of West Mid¬ 
lands Police conflicted with that of the na¬ 
tional Association of Chief Police Officers 


guidelines. The investigation also found 
that the in-car recording system was not 
switched on at the time of the collision. 

The IPCC said it could have provided 
vital evidence which would have assisted 
the investigation. An upgrading programme 
of in-car recording devices and ensuring of¬ 
ficers are adequately trained was also rec¬ 
ommended. 

IPCC deputy chair Sarah Green said: 
“My thoughts are with Kevin’s family and 
friends. His death was a tragedy and cut 
short a young life. Our investigation found 
no evidence of wrongdoing by the officers.” 


Cash-strapped council 
to axe 200 more jobs 


MORE than 200 jobs will be axed at Sandwell 
Council over the next financial year as the 
authority tries to balance its books. 

Bosses have announced that 230 posts will go by 
April 2015, which follow nearly 700 job cuts at the 
council since 2011. The cuts come at a time when 
cash-strapped Sandwell Council has to make more 
than £120 million of savings by 2016. 


Facilities 
at centre 
awarded 

A LEISURE centre has 
been recognised for its work 
to offer facilities for people 
with disabilities. 

Portway Lifestyle Centre 
in Oldbury is one of only six 
centres in the country to be 
awarded the top level IFI 
Mark. 

It is an accreditation 
scheme operated by the In¬ 
clusive Fitness Initiative 
(IFI) which is a national 
programme that supports 
leisure and fitness facilities 
to become more inclusive 
and accessible. 

The IFI Mark is assessed 
every three years and ac¬ 
credited at one of three 
levels from entry level to 
excellence. 

The gym at the Portway 
centre has a equipment 
which can be used by people 
with disabilities and staff 
are training to provide ad¬ 
vice to help customers. 

Chief executive of 
Sandwell Leisure Trust, 
Paul Slater, said: “We are 
delighted that Portway 
Lifestyle Centre has been 
recognised for its inclusivity 
and accessibility and urge 
more people to make use of 
the wide range of facilities 
on offer.” 


Council deputy leader 
Councillor Mahboob Hus¬ 
sain said: “These are 
difficult times and tough de¬ 
cisions have to be taken. We 
are sorry to see jobs going 
but we will do everything 
we can to protect frontline 
services.” 

The number given for the 
latest cuts are an estimate 
of what is necessary to make 
the required savings. 

GMB regional officer Mo¬ 
hammed Khalik said the 
union is currently in consul¬ 
tation with the council. 

He added: “It’s concern¬ 
ing that these cuts are being 
made for the people and the 
services they provide. There 
are numerous cuts taking 
place across the council. 

“It’s a huge concern, with 
the cuts going on in a num¬ 
ber of services that have 
seen some cuts already.” 

One of the major depart¬ 
ments to be hit will be chil¬ 
dren’s services, where 50 
per cent of posts could go 
- around 100 jobs, with the 
possibility of 20 youth cen¬ 
tres being closed. 

Tony Barnsley, joint 
branch secretary for 
Sandwell Unison, said they 
are considering taking ac¬ 
tion over the cuts to youth 
services, and are awaiting a 
response from the council. 

He said: “We always try 
to reduce compulsory redun¬ 
dancies where possible, but 
the biggest problem we face 
is the methodology used to 
pick redundancies.”

A LANDMARK moment in the £128 
million extension of the Midland Met¬ 
ro in Birmingham has taken place as 
concrete was poured into the tracks. 

It has been described as ‘symbolic’ 
for the future of trams in the city as 
the extension of the line gathers pace. 

Concrete was poured onto the 
tracks by workers from Balfour Beat- 
tie last Thursday. 

The extension will see the line run 
from Snow Hill through Bull Street, 
Corporation Street and Stephenson 


Street, and will eventually terminate 
outside of the refreshed New Street 
station. 

Sandwell Councillor Roger Hor¬ 
ton, who is in charge of rail at Centro 
which runs the Metro, said: “Trams 
are very much a transport mode of 
the future and this is a significant 
and symbolic moment for the Metro 
extension. 

“In the year that sees the 60th an¬ 
niversary of the last tram running in 
Birmingham we are seeing the first 


tracks go in for a new 21st century 
system.” Late last year another £31 
million of extension work was an¬ 
nounced in the city, on top of that cur¬ 
rently being undertaken. 

The latest plans will see the tram 
travel through Paradise Circus, past 
the historic Town Hall and up to 
Centenary Square, passing the new 
£188.8m Library of Birmingham. 

Work on a £15 million extension is 
also set to start next year in Wolver¬ 
hampton.

Deacons Simon Skid¬ 
more and Tommy Merry, 
who have been working 
at Holy Trinity Church in 
West Bromwich, will for¬ 
mally enter the priesthood 
at the ordination services. 

Mr Merry was ordained 
at Stoke Minster at 4pm 
on Saturday. He celebrated 
mass for the first time 
on Sunday at St Luke’s 
Church. Mr Skidmore will 
be ordained on June 29.

Debenhams is still a retail 
force to be reckoned with, 
despite recent setbacks.

THEY were once a fixture on 
every high street. Anything and 
everything you could think of 
would be sold at your local de¬ 
partment store. 

Known for offering the personal touch 
they eventually helped launch the now 
traditional Christmas grotto. 

Employing thousands across the coun¬ 
try they became such a part of life that 
one of the nation’s favourite sitcoms in 
the 1970s was even set inside a fictional 
shop. 

But the advent of online retail and 
changing shopping habits over the years 
means those once-beloved emporiums 
which first sprung up back in the 19th 
century are becoming a thing of the past. 

One historic firm is fighting back 
though. Debenhams has certainly faced 
some ‘challenging’ trading conditions 
over recent months but last week re¬ 
leased a trading update that showed 
sales improving as it shakes up its op¬ 
erations, squeezing more profit out of 
online sales and getting the best out of 
its stores. 

To that end it confirmed it is to run 
trial concessions with Sports Direct and 
cafe chain Costa. 

But that hasn’t stopped the 200-year- 
old department store chain ploughing 
forward with ambitious plans which will 
see it transform the retail map of the 
Midlands. 

Most recently it revealed that its new 
three-storey store in Wolverhampton’s 
Mander Centre will create more than 
120 jobs when it opens in 2017. 

It will be the keystone in a major £30 
million redevelopment of the shopping 
centre including the demolition of the 
former TJ Hughes store to make way for

the new Debenhams branch. The city 
has been hoping to attract the chain for 
years and had been lined up as the flag¬ 
ship store for the £300 million Summer 
Row shopping centre, but that came to 
nothing when the scheme collapsed in 
2011 in the wake of the property mar¬ 
ket crunch. 

The chain already has stores at Merry 
Hill and Walsall, as well as in Telford 
and Birmingham’s Bullring, but clearly 
feels expansion into Wolverhampton 
makes business sense. 

It had also planned to be part of Staf¬ 


ford’s £70 million Riverside complex 
but, as it was revealed last week, it has 
had to pull out because of timeframe 
issues. 

But a company spokesman stressed: 
“We are still committed to gaining rep¬ 
resentation in Stafford when the right 
opportunity arises.” 

It is all part of a growth plan that is 
seeing Debenhams invest in both stores 
and in online and mobile phone shop¬ 
ping in the UK. 

It’s most recent store in the region, 
at Lichfield, has also been a big success. 


Opened a year ago, it was extended to 
include a third floor, cafe and homeware 
department before it was completed. 

And more money is due to be pumped 
into the Walsall store, with a major re¬ 
furbishment planned for this year in¬ 
cluding a new health and beauty hall 
and a revamped restaurant. 

In a bid to boost its fortunes the com¬ 
pany is hoping to flag up its fashion cre¬ 
dentials. 

Store bosses have signed up a range of 
big name designers such as Todd Lynn, 
who has dressed music legends including 
Mick Jagger, Beyonce, and The Klaxons 
in his signature androgynous style. He 
will be launching an exclusive range of 
handbags for Edition at Debenhams for 
the Autumn/Winter season. 

At the same time the store chain’s 
glamorous fashions have been much in 
demand at top-drawer events such as 
Royal Ascot. 

It has even been creating its own mi¬ 
ni-paddock so race-goers can see how dif¬ 
ferent styles of heel cope on real grass. 

On the menswear front the depart¬ 
ment store says sales of three piece suits 
have overtaken the two-piece option for 
the first time in decades. 

The trend for tailored three piece suits 
and smart dressing has shown a marked 
increase in recent weeks with sales soar¬ 
ing by 44 per cent. 

Debenham’s Lizzie Singleton said: 
“Guys are smartening up their act. Gone 
are the days of casual summer dressing 
- men are keeping up appearances in 
smart tailoring but opting for lighter 
options such as linen.” 

Keeping on-trend with the latest 
shifts in fashion is key if the business 
is going to put a nightmare Christmas 
behind it. 

In April Debenhams revealed a 25 per 
cent slump in half year profits after a 
‘challenging’ start to the year followed 
poor sales over the festive season. 

It blamed lower-than-expected cloth¬ 
ing sales and online competition for the 
decline. 



REDUCED to little more than a 
third of the membership of Wal¬ 
sall Council, one might very well 
question the audacity of Tory 
leader Mike Bird in bidding to 
retain control.

The Lib Dems, of course, 
have made their bed with the 
Tories over the past two years 
and must now lie in it for better 
or worse. 

But Walsall’s blue-gold-purple 
alliance is not in a stable position 
politically. 

There will be a by-election 
in Birchills Leamore to find a 
successor for Tim Oliver and 
I wouldn’t bet against Labour 
keeping the seat. 

Somehow, Councillor Bird is 
going to have to come up with a 
year of political miracles. 

Firstly, he has to keep not only 
his own party on side but the Lib 
Dems, UKIP and two independ¬ 
ents as well as try to win over 
the mayor, Democratic Labour’s 
Pete Smith (not to be confused 
with Labour Classic, New or One 
Nation). 

Some councillors elected are 
new and untested. They all have 
to be there for every single vote 
to avoid defeat. And Councillor 
Bird has no authority over the 
ones who are not in his party. 

Secondly, he has to get a 
budget passed. But then Labour 
has form for sitting on its hands 
in Walsall, despite first protest¬ 
ing and posing for pictures with 
campaigners, amid concerns 
that had they voted the budget 
down they would have para¬ 
lysed the council. Thirdly, he has 
to keep a constant watch for a 
motion of no confidence.

AFTER 
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Carer who 
stole coins 
was caught 
on camera 

A CARER caught on secret camera stealing 
around £3 from an elderly Alzheimer’s suffer¬ 
er has been jailed for eight weeks. 

The family of Olive Smith’s 89-year-old victim 
feared money was disappearing from her flat and in¬ 
stalled a camera inside an air freshener. Mother-of- 
two Smith was filmed taking coins from the pension¬ 
er’s handbag at her Smethwick flat, Wolverhampton 


Crown Court heard. 

Mr Richard Gibbs, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “Film from the 
concealed device showed a 
woman employee come into 
the room, pick up the lady’s 
handbag and take coins of 
low value out of a purse, 
which was then returned to 
the bag by the woman be¬ 
fore she left.” 

Smith, a 48-year-old 
grandmother, had worked 
at Holly Grange Supported 
Accommodation complex for 
seven-and-a-half years. 

She admitted a count of 
theft, which happened on 
July 7 last year. Sentenc¬ 
ing her yesterday, Judge 
Michael Challinor said the 
victim had been ‘preyed on 
in a contemptible way’. 

“This lady was in your 
care and although only a 
small amount of money was 
stolen it was a significant 
breach of trust,” he said.

“The distress caused to her 
family must have been con¬ 
siderable because she was ill 
treated and preyed on in a 
contemptible way. Carers 
and others responsible for 
looking after the elderly and 
vulnerable must realise that 
they face custody if they 
steal.” 

In mitigation, the court 
heard Smith, of Lincoln 
Road in Walsall, had ‘lost 
her good name and her job’. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, de¬ 
fending, said: “She takes 
full responsibility for her 
offending, makes no excuses 
and is deeply apologetic.But 
he added: “This was a sin¬ 
gle incident involving loose 
change from a purse. She 
has lost everything she had 
achieved in life for the sake 
of a few coins.”

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Gaurav taking his first 
steps towards new life 



A BRAVE toddler who in¬ 
spired a worldwide search 
for a bone marrow match has 
taken his first steps after re¬ 
ceiving a life-saving stem cell 
transplant. 

Three-year-old Gaurav Bains, 
of Alexandra Road, Tipton, was 
given a life-saving stem cell trans¬ 
plant in December at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital following a 
huge campaign to find a donor. 

The youngster spent almost six 
months recovering from the operation 
but was recently filmed by his family 
learning to walk all over again. 

The footage was recorded at fami¬ 
ly-owned Tipton business Bains Su¬ 
persave last month by his parents 
Gurprit and Sunny, who are encour¬ 
aging people to join the bone marrow 
register. 

The youngster was diagnosed with 
rare blood disorder Monosomy 7 Syn¬ 
drome in June last year and his par¬ 
ents were told his best chance of a 
healthy life would be if a donor was 
found before Christmas. 

After a worldwide campaign the An¬ 
thony Nolan database saw a surge in 
people registering and a perfect match 
was found. Had a match not been 
found, Gaurav’s condition meant he 
would have been likely to develop an 
aggressive form of childhood leukae¬ 
mia, which he may not have survived. 

Mr Bains, aged 31, said: “It was a 
big relief to see him walk. He had his 
transplant in December and was bed¬ 
ridden for three months. He was re¬ 
leased in March but he had picked up 
a virus in hospital which affected his 
strength to walk. 

“He couldn’t even sit up on his own. 
He was starting again as a baby. When 
we saw him sit up on his own that was 
a massive step. He hasn’t got his nor¬ 
mal balance like he had before. If he’s 


sitting on the floor he’s not got the full 
strength to get up himself, but it’s a 
positive sign for us to see him walking 
around. 

“He’s doing really well. He’s having 
physiotherapy once a week at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. He’ll need 
that for a while longer. They are confi¬ 


dent he will make a full recovery.“We 
have to keep massaging his muscle and 
keep him loose and relaxed.” 

Mr Bains said the couple were en¬ 
couraging people to join the bone mar¬ 
row register in a bid to help save lives.

MEPs in £30,000 trip 

abroad face criticism 



FOURTEEN MEPs, including 
one representing the West 
Midlands, have been criti¬ 
cised after going on a week- 
long trip to Croatia at taxpay¬ 
ers’ expense. 

Some of the members of the Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament were accom¬ 
panied by their spouses on a trip 
estimated to have cost £30,000 for 
flights, food and rooms at a five- 
star Hilton hotel in Dubrovnik 
last week. They were also treat¬ 
ed to a private performance from 
internationally renowned cellist 
Ana Rucner. 

The trip taken by Conservatives 
was for ‘study days’ with other right 
of centre MEPs. 

West Midlands MEP Anthea McIn¬ 
tyre, who was re-elected last month, 
took her husband Frank Myers but 
stressed that the couple covered the 
costs of his trip themselves. 

Ms McIntyre said: “It was important 
to meet up as soon as possible after the 
election. Wherever we go, whether it’s 
Birmingham, Berlin or Brussels, there 
is going to be a cost because almost 
everyone will have to travel. 

“Croatia joined the EU last year. 
We’ve been looking at. various issues 
including drug trafficking because the 
Balkan route comes through Croatia.” 

She added that the cellist had been 
arranged by the Croatian MEP Ruza 
Tomasic, who hosted the meetings, be¬ 
cause she was a friend of the musician. 

But Bill Etheridge, a newly elected 
MEP for UKIP, hit back at the crit¬ 
ics. He said: “In one breath the Tories 
slate EU waste of taxpayers’ money 
then in the next breath, after enjoying 
champagne and smoked trout, they 
attend a lavish trip paid for by Joe 
Public. This is clear hypocrisy from 
the Tories.

“The trip is a major slap in the face 
for hard-pressed taxpayers in Britain. 
Maybe these MEPs should visit their 
local food banks to get a dose of real¬ 
ity.” 

The Conservatives are part of the 
European Conservatives and Reform¬ 
ists group in the European Parliament, 
made up of similar right-of-centre par¬ 
ties from across the continent. 

MEPs earn around £80,000 a year, 
which is £13,000 more than MPs in 
Westminster get. 

A Conservative ECR spokesman 
said the MEPs had been ‘able to gain

a better understanding of the political 
situation in Croatia, including issues 
that affect the UK’. 

He said their accommodation was 
covered by the £243 a day allowance 
all MEPs are entitled to when they are 
on official business and that hotel and 
travel costs for wives and husbands 
were covered by the spouses them¬ 
selves. 

Miss McIntyre was one of two Tory 
MEPs for the West Midlands re¬ 
elected last month. UKIP won three 
of the seven West Midlands seats and 
Labour won the other two.

Driver who killed vicar and his wife jailed 


A SPEEDING driver who killed a minister and 
his wife in a horror crash has begun his for four 
and a half year jail sentence. 

Father-of-one Damon Richardson was locked 
up after admitting causing the death of Rev John 
and his wife Audrey Bedford in the smash in May 
last year. 

The 23-year-old mechanic was travelling at 
more than 80mph in his souped-up Audi A3 
along the Wolverhampton Road in Oldbury, 
which has a limit of 40mph, at around 1pm on 
May 23. 

When he hit the Bedfords, who were in their 
son’s Volvo, he was still going more than 60mph. 


He caused them to crash into a lamp post, 
and they died at the scene just a mile from their 
home. During Richardson’s sentence hearing at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court, prosecuting bar¬ 
rister Mr Hugh O’Brien Quinn said one eye-wit¬ 
ness had described the ‘mega speed’ of his car. 

He said: “Investigations carried out at the 
scene reveal tyre tracks left by the Audi A3. 

“The defendant was travelling at 84mph a the 
start of those tracks, and was at 61mph at the 
point of the collision.” 

The court heard that the car had been modi¬ 
fied by a previous owner so that its performance 
was improved and it was also lowered. 


The couple, both in their 80s, were at the fore¬ 
front of the Baptist church in Oldbury for more 
than 40 years. 

Defending barrister Mr Steven Bailey said 
Richardson has tried to make amends by finding 
out more about his victims, and had offered to 
apologise directly to the family. 

Mr Bailey added: “His intention and hope now 
is to try to live better. Perhaps that’s the best 
tribute he could offer anybody, and the best apol¬ 
ogy and expression of remorse he can offer.” 

Richardson, from Churchill in Frankley 
Green, Birmingham, was also disqualified from 
driving for five years. 


Relatives feel 'robbed' of 


chance to care for couple 


THE family of the two pen¬ 
sioners killed when their car 
was hit by a speeding driver 
has said they feel ‘robbed’ 
of the chance to look after 
them in their older years. 

Rev John and Audrey Bedford, 
who were both in their 80s and 
from Kingsway, Oldbury, were 
killed while driving on the Wol¬ 
verhampton Road in the town on 
May 23 last year. 

They were hit by 23-year-old 
Damon Richardson and died at the 
scene. Rev Bedford, aged 82, led 
Kings Community Church, formerly 
Brandhall Church, on Tame Road 
and George Road for more than two 
decades. 

They also served at Londonderry 
Baptist Church in Oldbury, and Bap¬ 
tist churches in Bewdley and Cose- 
ley. A statement from their daughter 
Helen Balfour was read out by Prose¬ 
cutor Mr Hugh O’Brien Quinn. 

It read: “They were two of my very 
best friends as well as my parents, 
so full of life. They were not old,

they were mature, even when they 
faced physical decline. I feel robbed 
of a chance to nurse them and repay 
them for their love and devotion.” 

They travelled the world so Rev 
Bedford could preach, his loyal wife, 
81, always by his side. They also led 
church building missions in South 
America. They leave three children 
and six grandchildren. 

Mr O’Brien Quinn also read a 
statement from their grandaughter 
Pippa Balfour during Richardson’s 
sentencing hearing at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last, where he re¬ 
ceived four and a half years. 

It said: “My grandparents’ death 
made me really angry. My birthday 
on May 20 is now closely linked to 
the anniversary of their death. It has 
made me vary wary of roads, terrified 
even. I was very angry that someone 
would drive so irresponsibly. I just 
hope that people will learn to drive 
more responsibly. 

“I miss my nanny and grandad.” 

The statement from daughter 
Helen also described the couple, 


who celebrated their golden wedding 
anniversary in 2010, as ‘articulate, 
gifted, and very well suited with com¬ 
plementary gift sets’. 

Richardson was hospitalised in the 
crash with a shattered knee, broken 
leg and back injuries. His passenger 
was also injured. 

He overtook a parked bus in the 
moments before the incident, and Mr 
O’Brien Quinn said the bus driver 
heard a highly-revved engine as he 
passed, which sounded as though a 
car was being ‘really raced’. 

Mr Steven Bailey, defending 
Richardson, said the incident had a 
‘transformative’ effect on him and he 
was now hoping to become a better 
person as a result. 

After the sentence collision inves¬ 
tigator Sergeant Neil Higgins said: 
“This is another example of a vehicle 
being driven at totally unacceptable 
and wholly inappropriate speeds 
placing members of the public at sig¬ 
nificant risk. 

“Both John and Audrey were ac¬ 
tive members of the community who 
were loved and respected by many 
people around the world.”

Bobby's dazzlers as his wolves 
treasures bring back glory days 


TWO Football League title tri¬ 
umphs, an FA Cup win and a 
man-of-the-match performance 
against Real Madrid in front of 
97,000 fans at the Bernabeu - a 
feat today’s Wolves players could 
only dream about. 

But these were the club’s glory days 
under the helm of the great Stan Cullis, 
and the player in question who starred 
in the famous side, was Tipton-born- 
and-bred inside forward Bobby Mason. 

Today’s players can be spotted through 
tinted windows of sports cars entering the 
training ground gates - but back in Mason’s 
time in the 1950s and 60s, he remembers 
sharing the bus through Dudley with nine 
other club professionals. 

Far from the millions of pounds earned 
by the current crop of professional foot¬ 
ballers, Mason, who scored 54 goals in 173 
games for Wolves, was still able to have an 
healthy retirement, but the 78-year-old has

now sold off many of his medals to provide 
for his family’s future. 

“You need to have deep pockets for so 
many grandchildren and great grandchil¬ 
dren,” said Mason who now lives near 
Swadlincote in south Derbyshire. I am 78, 
I think it is the right time to see the things 
sold, rather than leave them behind and up 
in the air.” 

Among the prized possessions to be sold 
were two Division One winner’s medals 
from 1957-58 and 1958-59, which both went 
for £3,600 each at the Mullock’s Auction¬ 
eers event in Ludlow. Two miniature Char¬ 
ity Shields from 1958 and 1959 went for 
£2,200, while his FA Cup winner’s medal 
from 1960 got £2,400. 

Other memorabilia including pro¬ 
grammes of the club’s Southern Afri¬ 
can tour in 1957 made up the rest of the 


money, taking the total amount raised up to 
£12,600. Mason picked up the FA Cup win¬ 
ners medal despite not playing in Wolves’ 
3-0 win over Blackburn in the final. 

He scored two goals in his side’s journey 
to Wembley and played in the semi-final 
win against Nottingham Forest. 

But manager Stan Cullis decided to pick 
youngster Barry Stobart - who had only 
played five games - ahead of him. 

“I’d be lying if I said I wasn’t disap¬ 
pointed, but I still received the FA Cup 
medal to show for it, so I have since got over 
it,” said Mason. Mason was born in Great 
Bridge and attended Park Lane Secondary 
Modern School. 

His footballing skills were noticed and he 
was signed up following a series of friend¬ 
lies against Swiss clubs, aged just 16. He 
began an apprentice after leaving school 
at 17, but soon signed on as a professional, 
playing his first game for the club in a flood¬ 
light friendly against Scottish giants Celtic 
in front of 58,000 fans. 

He made his League debut in 1955 in a 


defeat against Luton Town at the age of 19. 

He was called up for National Service 
near Rhyl in north Wales, much to the dis¬ 
appointment of Cullis, who wanted him to 
remain in the Black Country area. Mason 
played in the Welsh league and even turned 
out for the league when it played the Scot¬ 
tish League. He still holds the red kit he 
wore that day. 

Returning to Wolves, he pushed his way 
into the first team and helped the club win 
the League title in 1957-58 with seven 
goals, plus three more in the FA Cup. The 
following year he scored 13 times to help 
the club win its second successive cham¬ 
pionship. “Winning the championship two 
years’ running has to be the highlight of my 
career,” he said. Mason left Wolves in 1962 
and saw out his career with spells at non¬ 
league Chelmsford City then Leyton Orient, 
before retiring in 1965. He has three sons, 
Robert, aged 54, Neal, 51, and Nigel, 46. 
He also has seven grandchildren and four 
great grandchildren. He is a member of the 
Wolves former players’ association.

IT has become a well known fixture on the landscape of 
thousands of drivers’ journeys to work each day. 

But technical gremlins got the better of one of the big¬ 
gest advertising hoardings in Europe when an antivirus 
computer program message appeared. It blocked off part 
of an advert for a jewellery firm during the morning rush 
hour. The billboard, near Junction 9 of the M6 for Wednes- 
bury, has attracted controversy amid claims it could cause 
accidents. 

The message, which was asking for confirmation of an 


update being installed on an antivirus program, was re¬ 
moved later in the morning. 

The huge signl, which is as long as a jumbo jet, was 
switched on a year ago, and residents say they were not 
consulted about the changes, while some claimed bright 
lights from the sign shone into their homes. 

The structure, near Walsall FC’s Banks’s Stadium, was 
erected three years agos. Birmingham-based technology 
company Elonex, which controls the billboard, could not 
be contacted. 


Trading standards alert 


THE threat of rogue traders, 
scams, dodgy salesmen and 
unsafe products is on the in¬ 
crease thanks to swingeing 
cuts to trading standards 
services, it has been claimed. 

That is the warning from West 
Bromwich MP Tom Watson af¬ 
ter large-scale government cuts 
to Sandwell Council’s trading 
watchdog. 

Trading standards at the local au¬ 
thority has had its budget cut by 37 


per cent, and staff cut by 30 per cent 
in four years. 

Labour MP Mr Watson has now crit¬ 
icised the coalition Government, and 
backed a parliamentary motion calling 
upon ministers to review the UK’s sys¬ 
tem of consumer protection. 

Mr Watson said: “Trading stand¬ 
ards is a front-line service and the 
Government has a duty to maintain 
adequate consumer protection. Yet lit¬ 
tle thought is being given to the conse¬ 
quence of budget decisions being made 
in Whitehall. 

“In Sandwell alone the Government 


is putting the local authority in a near 
impossible situation. It has forced 
Sandwell Council to reduce its trading 
standards budget by 37 per cent and 
slash staffing by 30 per cent in just 
four years.” 

The MP’s concerns have been ech¬ 
oed by a national trading standards 
workforce survey. 

According to figures released by the 
National Trading Standards board, by 
2016 most trading standards services 
in England and Wales will have been 
cut by an average of 40 per cent since 
2010.

Pick of the Week 


Old friends get ready 
to take to the stage 


M onty Python’s Flying Circus is 
no more. It has ceased to be. 

It is an ex-comedy 
programme. 

But five of the six men who made 
perhaps the most surreal series in the 
history of British TV - John Cleese, 
Terry Gilliam, Michael Palin, Eric Idle 
and Terry Jones - are still alive and 
kicking, and on Tuesday begin a 
20-day residency at the 02 in 
London. 

Tickets were like gold dust, with 
extra dates added to keep the hoards 
of fans happy who desperately 
wanted to see their ageing heroes in 
action one last time. We’re promised 
that even Graham Chapman, who 
died in 1989, will appear via archive 
footage on a huge video screen. 

It should almost feel as if they’ve 
never been away, despite the fact 
they’ve all carved out very different 
careers since their last project, the 
controversial Meaning of Life in 1983 
(although the musical Spamalot was 
supported by all the Pythons and was 
based on the film Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail, it was the brainchild of 
Idle only). 


But why get back together at all? 

“Purely financial,” admits Palin. 
“We’ve had this court case hanging 
around when one of the producers of 
The Holy Grail decided he needed a 
bit more of the cut from Spamalot - 
and court cases don’t come cheap. 
Something had to push us into it! 

“But the speed at which the tickets 
sold was astounding to us all. So, 
there are a lot of friends of Python 
out there.” 

As anybody who tuned in to the 
original show will tell you, it really 
WAS something completely different. 
What other programme offered funny 
walks in Ealing, a member of the 
Spanish Inquisition known as Cardinal 
Fang, a dead Norwegian parrot, nun 
boiling in Doncaster, Hell’s Grannies 
in Teddington and a provocative fish¬ 
slapping dance down the docks? 

However, Python nearly didn’t exist 
at all. Instead, it could have been 
called The Toad Elevating Moment or 
Owl Stretching Time, both of which 
were rejected by the BBC. But 
whatever the name, the brand of 
humour would have remained the 
same - and no doubt have still gone 


on to influence thousands of 
comedians. 

Initially, the series was meant as a 
vehicle for Cleese and Chapman, who 
had worked successfully together on 
The Frost Report. But Cleese wasn’t 
keen on the idea of a two-handed 
show, and so approached Palin. He, 
Jones, Idle and Gilliam were supposed 
to be working together on an ITV 
series, but when it stalled, he 
suggested the four of them could join 
Cleese and Chapman at the BBC - 
and so Monty Python was born. 

Their bizarre form of humour, 
inspired in part by their mutual love of 
The Goons on radio and Spike 
Milligan’s TV series Q, was quickly 
branded ‘surreal’ by some, although 
that didn’t nearly describe it well 
enough. And so, a new word was 
needed - hence the creation of the 
term ‘Pythonesque! 

Here, Alan Yentob meets Cleese, 
Gilliam, Palin, Idle and Jones as they 
prepare to take to the stage together, 
40 years after the Python TV show’s 
demise. He also asks them about 
their individual projects from the past, 
present and future.

Once upon a time, anyone wanting to buy in a 
substantial amount of cheap alcohol ready for a 
World Cup barbecue might have gone on a ‘booze 
cruise’ to France. Now they’re more likely to pop 
down to the local supermarket, where multipack 
deals and falling prices mean you can pay as little 
as 70 pence for a pint of lager - and there are also 
plenty of bargains in the spirit and cider aisles. And 
while this may not be great news for the nation’s 
landlords and ferry operators, should the rest of us 
be concerned as well? Antony Barnett counts the 
cost of alcohol-related crime, violence, accident 
and diseases, which is believed to run into billions. 

Police Under Pressure 
BBC2, 9pm 

These are difficult times for most of Britain’s police 
forces as they try to absorb some substantial 
budget cuts, but as the first in this two-part 
documentary revealed last week, South Yorkshire 
Police are facing more challenges than most. Its 
reputation has been tainted by Hillsborough 
tragedy, while its crime figures are among the 
worst in the country - and unless the statistics 
improve, the force runs the risk of being taken over 
by government inspectors. With access to officers 
on the ground, as well as those in charge, the 
programme looks at how morale has been affected, 
and also examines the divisions among the senior 
ranks about how best to turn the force around in 
just six months.

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New Ibiza FR 
proves a hit 
with cylinder 
switch action

The SEAT Ibiza FR variants are now fitted with 
the 1.4 TSI ACT engine - and a very good one 
it is too. 

With the ability to cut to two cylinders when cruis¬ 
ing, the efficiency of this car has been transformed. 

It’s still pretty quick, but this supermini is now a whole lot 
more cost-effective to own. 

Right. We’ve got to start by wading through that sea of 
acronyms if you’re going to understand what this car is 
about the (deep breath) ‘Ibiza 1.4 TSI ACT FR 140PS’. The 
FR badge on the back of a SEAT Ibiza signifies that it’s a 
slightly sporty version. 

Not as hot as a Cupra, true, but still capable of deliver¬ 
ing some payback if you point it at a twisty road. The 1.4 
TSI part is the engine, in this case a turbocharged 1.4-litre 
four-cylinder unit, with stratified injection which develops an 
output of 140PS. 

The ACT bit though, is probably most important: it’s what 
makes that powerplant a little bit special. ‘ACT’ stands for 
‘Active Cylinder Technology’. This alternates between two 
and four cylinder modes, depending on the power required, 
in less than 40 milliseconds, making the transition between 
the two seamless. We’ll have a look at what that means in 
real terms later. 

You’re probably used to this shape Ibiza by now. It’s the 
facelifted version of the fourth generation car, launched in 
2008. The revisions to the styling came in 2012 and the 
sharply creased exterior still looks crisp and fresh. If you’re 
looking for value from a Volkswagen Group product, here’s 
a good place to start. 

You’ll be forgiven if you get a sense of deja vu here, be¬ 
cause SEAT has offered a 1.4-litre TSI version of the Ibiza 
before, but that model featured a 150PS motor supplement¬ 
ed by both a turbocharger and a supercharger. 

Smoothness 

As technically intriguing as that engine was, it didn’t really 
make the efficiency numbers that today’s buyers have come 
to expect, hence the availability of this much cleaner 140PS 
unit. It’s still pretty zippy, getting to 62mph in 7.8 seconds 
and running onto 130mph, so it doesn’t cede much in terms 
of performance to the 150PS unit. 

We’ve seen this engine in a whole host of Volkswagen 
Group products including the Golf, the Audi A3 and SEAT’S 
own Leon and it never ceases to impress with its smooth¬ 
ness and tractability. 

The Ibiza FR looks the part with 16” alloy wheels, special 
bumpers and twin tailpipes. 

Take a seat inside and while there’s still quite a lot of black 
plastic on display with the focus remaining on functionality, 
soft-touch finishes are used in all the crucial areas and Ibiza 
regulars will notice the improvements made to this revised 
Ibiza model - the higher tone paint surfaces, the improved 
seat materials and, where fitted, the sleeker finish to the Cli- 
matronic climate control system. 

You now get a significantly larger 10.7-litre glove compart¬ 
ment too, now boasting space for a lot more than just the 
usual owners manual, mobile charger and bag of gummi 
bears. 

In the back, the three-door Ibiza SC’s swooping roofline 
will make headroom an issue for taller folk, but five-door and 
ST estate models should seat two adults and/or three chil¬ 
dren quite comfortably. As for bootspace, the three-door SC 
variant offers 284-litres of luggage space, marginally less 
than the 292-litre total offered by the five-door bodystyle. If 
you want more, the ST estate model ups that total to 430-li- 
tres. 


Equipment 

Prices open at just over £15,000 for the three-door Ibi¬ 
za SC FR, with around £500 more netting you the five-door 
version. 

Like all Ibizas, this one also gets front electric windows, 
tinted glass, a four-speaker MP3-compatible CD stereo with 
AUX-in point and steering wheel controls, remote central 
locking, a 12v power socket and a height-adjustable driver’s 
seat. 

The SEAT Ibiza is a car that seems to refuse to age. Even 
the earliest of the fourth generation cars still look crisp and 
fresh but it’s fair to say that the march of technology is out¬ 
pacing our aesthetic appreciation. 

In short, the 1.4 TSI engine that the Ibiza used to ship 
with just wasn’t competitive anymore. You expect a 44mpg 
economy figure from an executive saloon these days, not a 
warmish supermini. 

SEAT needed to do much, much better. 

Thankfully it has. The 1.4 TSI ACT engine lifts that econ¬ 
omy figure to the right side of 60mpg, is offered in all three 
Ibiza body styles and suits the slightly sporting FR trim very 


well.

Albion 
now bag 
Lescott 

ALBION have signed 
England capped defender 
Joleon Lescott on a two- 
year deal. 

The 31-year-old, who 
started his career at 
Wolves before moving on 
to Premier League suc¬ 
cess with Everton and 
Manchester City, is a 
major coup for new head 
coach Alan Irvine. 

Albion had to fight off 
a rival offer from FA Cup 
finalists Hull City and 
other interest from Stoke 
City to land Lescott’s sig¬ 
nature. 

But the recruitment 
of the Birmingham-born 
player ends a difficult 
week for the club on an 
upbeat note which will 
do Irvine’s prospects no 
harm at all in fighting the 
deluge of criticism which 
has greeted his appoint¬ 
ment. 

Lescott flew back from 
holiday this week and 
has spent the last couple 
of days finalising a deal 
which will see him meet 
his new team-mates for 
the first time when he re¬ 
ports for pre-season train¬ 
ing on July 7. 

Irvine was understand¬ 
ably thrilled at the sign¬ 
ing. He said: “He’s an 
England international 
and a proven Premier 
League player, who has 
been at the top level for 
years. He’s got Premier 
League and cup medals.”

Peace mission to pacify fury of Baggies' fans 


UNDER-FIRE Albion chairman Jeremy 
Peace has tried to ease fans’ fury by claim¬ 
ing they are targeting six new signings - as 
he insisted Alan Irvine was a “unanimous” 
appointment. 

Former Wolves defender Joleon Lescott 
was the first of those half dozen. 

Albion have lost 11 players since the end 
of last season after five loans expired, five 
were released and Billy Jones joined Sun¬ 
derland, while Craig Gardner is their only 
signing. 

But Peace is confident Irvine, who pin¬ 
pointed Lescott as a potential signing, will

quickly bring the squad numbers up. “We 
talk about having a squad of 22, which we 
were slightly over last year,” said Peace. 

“We currently have 16 so there’s a net 
figure of six to come in, but I’m sure there 
will be a bit of tweaking. 

“Alan has to get out on the grass with 
them and see how they fit with his philoso¬ 
phy but it will be about half a dozen in net. 

“We have to try to do things as cost-effec¬ 
tively as we can. But we’ll look at any pos¬ 


sibility. We’re not saying ‘they’ve only got 
to be loans and frees’. We’re asking what 
will strengthen us. If it strengthens us and 
makes sense financially, we’ll try to do it.” 

Peace insisted Irvine was an overwhelm¬ 
ing choice to succeed Pepe Mel despite 
claims from Tim Sherwood that he rejected 
the job. 

“It was absolutely unanimous,” he said. 
“You go through a process and somebody 
gets the job and it’s typical football that 
people will distance themselves from a po¬ 
sition if they haven’t got it. That’s what al¬ 
ways happens. We’ve appointed Alan Irvine 


and that’s where we are.” 

Peace admitted mistakes were made over 
last season’s loan signings and that more in¬ 
vestment will be put into their recruitment 
process. “Some loans and shorter-term con¬ 
tracts didn’t work too well and we need to 
be more diligent in terms of research.” 

“So we have to put more resources into 
our recruitment processes,” he said. 

“We’ve stripped out a lot of players and 
we have a great opportunity to build a good 
squad here with the right mentality and 
values and I regard that as an opportunity, 
not a problem.” 


Winning games is the 
only way, says Irvine 


“EVERYTHING I say here is only words,” ad¬ 
mitted Alan Irvine as Albion’s new boss dealt 
head on with the public fury that greeted his 
shock appointment. 

As first impressions go, the Scot made a fine one 
as he made his first attempts to convince a sceptical 
public. 


The 55-year-old did more 
room of seasoned, cynical 
journalists who arrived at 
The Hawthorns last week 
less than enthused by his 
appointment. 

Now he will hope that the 
same powers of persuasion 
can help him convince sup¬ 
porters and players that he 
can lead Albion from a year 
of turmoil into a brighter 
future. 

“It is difficult to win fans 
over in any other way than 
by winning games, because 
everything I say here is only 
words,” he said. 

“You’ve got to back them 
up. I can promise that I will 
put everything into it and I 
will be extremely passion¬ 
ate, diligent and hard-work¬ 
ing. 

“But again they are words 
and the only proof I can give 
fans will be when we start 
to play games. I am not 
surprised. I don’t think I 
would have been the name 
on everybody’s lips and I un¬ 
derstand. 

“I know what fans feel. 
They would have had dif¬ 
ferent names on their mind 
and if you asked 100 differ¬ 
ent fans they would have 
had 100 different names. 

“But the fact is, this has 
happened and I will do the 
best I possibly can to get 
the club the right results. I 
am extremely thorough and 


than enough to win over a 
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hard-working and I don’t 
believe in leaving anything 
to chance. 

“I believe a lot of things 
can be controlled and pre¬ 
pared for on the training 
ground and if the players go 
into each match prepared 
and knowing what their jobs 
and responsibilities are, you 
can do well.” 

Five years ago he inter¬ 
viewed for the Baggies job 
when his star was on the 
rise after a solid start to his 
first managerial assignment 
at Preston. 

But irrespective of the 
machinations, he clearly 
regrets not landing at The 
Hawthorns earlier. “It was 
very close five years ago,” 
he said. 

“I was here at The Haw¬ 
thorns a few months ago 
doing a presentation for the 
LMA (League Managers As¬ 
sociations) and one of the 
questions I was asked at the 
end was: ‘What’s your big¬ 
gest mistake in football?’ 

“I said, without knowing 
what was going to happen 
now, that my biggest mis¬ 
take was not taking this job. 
I was never going to make 
that mistake again. 

“It’s the biggest mistake 
I made.” 


Sturridge’s old school gets £300,000 new pitch

GRASSROOTS football in the Mid¬ 
lands received a significant boost 
recently when Daniel Sturridge’s old 
high school, Four Dwellings Acade¬ 
my, revealed its new £304,285 artifi¬ 
cial grass pitch. 

The pitch has been made possible 
by a £284,285 grant from the Pre¬ 
mier League and The FA Facilities 
Fund. 

The fund provides grants towards 
developing new or refurbished grass¬ 


roots football facilities. Four Dwell¬ 
ings Academy has links with Aston 
Villa FC and the club’s mascot ar¬ 
rived to official ly open the facility, 
and the club is set to host a soccer 
school on the pitch from July 28. 

The school’s original all-weather 
facility was lost in 2012 due to its 
poor condition. As a highly-valued 
community facility, this came as 
a big loss to the academy and local 
clubs. 


The grant has enabled the acad¬ 
emy to have the original pitch rebuilt 
to an extremely high specification, 
providing a top facility to help the 
city of Birmingham expand its foot¬ 
ball provision. 

As well as Daniel Sturridge, Four 
Dwellings Academy has also pro¬ 
duced professional footballers includ¬ 
ing former England, Wolves and Man 
City defender Joleon Lescott and his 
elder brother Aaron Lescott.

Irvine said: “It will be a 
busy few weeks trying to 
secure a few targets. I don’t 
expect everything to be in 
place for when the players 
report back on July 7.”
